Mr. Marlin, Republican leader 


of the House of Representatives,

cd out "in the name of the national 
crisis." 


The "touchstone" of the blue- 


print is increased taxation, Mr. 
Martin continued; and it may run 
to 50 per cent of the people's earn- 
ings. "Already the average Amer- 
ican is paying more than 25 per 
cent of his income to federal, state

and local governments in the form 
of taxiition," 
the

And yet, taxation alone does not 


constitute slate socialism. In time 
ot national emergency we expect 
to pay heavier tuxes so the coun- 
try's armed forces may be made 
impregnable. 
Socialism appears, 


not in the taxes themselves, but 
in the manner of their application 
—and their diversion to pet proj- 
ects of social "rcfromcrs."

Chairman of the Economic Coun- 


cil is Leon Keyserling, an "idea" 
man who succeeded to the post 
when his conservative predecessor 
quit because he felt the council was 
trying to change America rather 
than better it. 


Keyserling will bear watching, 


as will others in high office who 
can't resist the temptation of huge 
federal funds to misconstrue their 
duty as monkeying with the na- 
tion's economic machinery instead

The mark of the politician is. on 


much that the federal government 
undertakes in "crisis" years. Taxes 
aren't levied openly and across 
the board. Rather, they are ac- 
claimed as levies against the big 
and powerful, letting the little fel 
low off lightly. That's the welcome 
word — but experience shows it 
isn't true. Most that we buy is 
manufactured by the big fellows; 
y| 
therefore we not only pay all their 
taxes but a profit margin on taxes, 
too — so that the politicians' solici- 
tude for the great masses of us is 
absurd, we having paid out far 
more in a higher cost 
of living 


than we would have paid in taxes 
honestly and directly levied. 


For the war America will pay 


what is required. But the 'admin- 
istration of war funds — cspcciaV- 
ly for projects claimed to be "in- 
directly" connected with the war

U.S. Seeking 
Showdown on 
Lend-lease 


Washington, Jan. 15—(ff)—Fed 
up 


with four years of 
futile 
talk, 


American officials readied a show- 
down demand today for final set- 
tlement of Russia's $11,000,000,000 
lend-lease account. 


Russian and American negotia- 


tors were scheduled to resume con- 
ferences at the state department. 
The first • such session wa 
held 


April 30, 1947. So far 
the 
only 


progress toward settlement of U.S. 
claims is the return by Russia of 
28 small naval craft and one ice 
breaker. Nothing has 
been done 


about winding up the financial ac- 
count. 


Officials preparing for the meet 


ing said they had d e c i d e d to 
discard diplomatic soft talk in fa 
vor of blunt, plain speaking—to lei 
the Russians 
that the time has 


come to quit stalling and agree on 
terms. 


If the Soviets will not do this 


the American government may de 
nounce the Russian government for 
bad faith in negotiations. 


Soviet Ambassador Alexander S. 


Panyushkin was named 
to head 


the Russian group across eht con- 
ference table from an American 
panel headed by John C. Wiley, 
former ambassador to Iran.

Commercial 
Construction 
Is Banned 


Washington, Jan. 15 — f/P) —The 


government today banned the con- 
struction of 
new 
stores, 
rest- 


aurants, office and other commer- 
cial buildings until Feb. 15. 


Thereafter, each private 
n e w 


commercial structure must be spe- 


ifically authorized by the national 


production authority. 


NPA issued the order to save ma- 


terials for the mobilization pro- 


ram. 
Commercial building will be au- 


:horized. in general, only if it (1) 
furthers the defense effort, .2) is 
essential to public health, welfare 
or safety, or (3) alleviates or pre- 
vents a hardship in a community. 


The order applies to now con- 


struction "starts" and not to build- 
ing already under wayl 


During the initial one - m o nt h 


freeze, NPA said it will grant per- 
mission "only in emergency cases." 


The types of construction regu- 


lated include banks, hotels, office 
and loft buildings, barber 
a n d 


beauty shops, garages service sta- 
tions laundry iand dry cleaning 
establishments, hoe 
tailor hops, eating 


repair 
and 


places, print- 


ing shops, motels and t o u r i s t 
camps. 


Underlain and cemetery build- 


ings community and neighborhood 
structures, facilities for the stor- 
age, distribution, sale or display 
of consumer goods, including 
all 


irelail tores and shopping cen- 
ters are covered by the order, as 
well as storage warehouses for per- 
sonal effects. 


In the case of a multiple-use 


building — such as an apartment 
house with stores or offices —NPA 
will require authorization for the 
portion intended for commercial 
use. 


The order does not restrict the 


buildigng of wholesale food estab- 
lishments or wholesale supply fa- 
cilities for fuel oil, gasoline, coal, 
or gas distributing sytems 
and 


pipeline. 


It was made effective as of mid- 


night last Saturday.

When advised of the presidential 


proposals for reductions in civilian 
budget items because defense pro- 
gram demands will boost federal 
expenditures to $71,504,000,000 Sen.

Truman Asks 
S16 
12 Billion in 


New Taxes

Washington,, Jan. 15 — (/P)—Pres- 


ident Truman today sent congress 
a $71,594,000.000 spending 
budget 


for the government next year ami 
said a tnx boost of $16,436,000,000 
is needed to balance It. 


The 
President 
toleS 
reporters! 


at a budget preview session thai he 
will ask a tax hike of at least that 
amount — and perhaps .as much 
as $20,000,000,000 — in a special 
message to congress he hopes to 
lave ready in about three weeks. 


He sale? he would like congress to 


make all tax increases retroactive 
to lust January 1. But he showed 
10 confidence that would r e a l l y 
lappcn. 


In his message to the new con- 


gress today, the President said: 


This is a budget for our na- 


tional security in a period o£ grave 
danger." 


The unprecedented "peacetime" 


spending program Mr. Truman pro- 
posed for the fiscal year starting 
July T — nearly three-fifths of it 
for military services — figures out 
to about $471 for every one of the 
some 152,000.000 men, -women and 
children in the U. S, 


And if the President has his way 


on taxes, just about that same 
average amount will be collected 
from citizens although some of it, 
of course, will bo in the form of 
hidden taxes or indirect costs. 


The new congress will have full 


say-so on whether taxes should be 
raised and by what amount. 
But 


it can block or control part of his 
spending program, unless it re- 
peals past laws on a big scale. 


The President told newsmen that 


actions by past 'congresses author 
izc $30,462,000,000 of the:func?s to 
look to the new congress, only for 
the remaining $41,132,000,000. 


Mr. Truman's bulky budget mes- 


sage was a more controversial doc- 
ument in some respects than his 
"state of the union" address last 
Monday. 


He called in it for many.'of his 


pet "fair deal''..measures su.ch. as 
the civil rights program, federal 
medical insurance and 
a 
major 


part of the Brannan farm plan. 
That seemed certain to arouse ire 
in some congressional quarters. 


Fierce outcries from "economy" 


advocates also appeared so sure 
that Mr. Truman anticipated them 
by laying down a defense of his 
spending program in advance.' 


Then he budgeted 
"major 
na- 


tional security programs" at $52,'- 
510,000,000 for next year, an in- 
crease of $25,466,000,000 over this 
fiscal year, now half gone. 


The "remainder" of his program 


was price-tagged for 
$10,084,000,- 


000. He described that as a saving 
of $1,082,000,000 from this 
year's 


costs, even though it contains op- 
erations "Influenced by the present 
emergency;" for example, coast 
guard, port security work, ana' FBI 
loyalty checks orj government work 
ers. 


In a statement to newsmen sup- 


plementing the big budget docu- 
ment the President listed the "ma- 
jor national security 
programs" 


and their costs as follows:
